LECTURE BY PROFESSOR 


SEYMOUR, 

A lecture was delivered last night in the 
Lecture Theatre of the Royal Dublin Society by 
Professor H, J. Seymour, B.A., F.G.8., on 
‘'The Mineral Resources of lreiand,’’ m connec- 
tion with the interesting and instructive series 
of addresses which have been arranged on re- 
construction problems.

PARIS, Tuvurspay, Feervary 6. 

“The President of the United States of 
America, the Prime Ministers and Ministers for 
Foreign Affairs of the Allied and associated 
Powers, and the representatives of Japan met 
at the Quai d’Orsay this afternoon from 3 to 
4.30, when the Emir Feisul presented the case 
of the Arabs.”” Thus, the official communiqué 
issued this morning. A page from the stories of 
the “ Thousand and One Nights,” a verse from 
the “ Rubaiyat,” might possibly give an idea 
of the strange sight this afternoon. The official 
communiqué, in its bald matter-of-factness, cér- 
tainly does not. There, in the salon, gorgeous 
in its'splendour, where one might expect to see 
some powdered Louis strut or a brazen Pompa- 
dour displaying her. charms, stood Feisul, Emir 
of the Hedjaz, the all-statuesque and magnifi- 
cent, a modern Othello, come before the Senate 
of the world. Surrounded by his Arab suite, 
all in flowing robes and Oriental neaddress, he 
was a strange incongruity, and one felt the 
enormous cleft that divides us from this 
romantic people, the children of the desert. 
Inside, in the Council Chamber, were the re- 
presentatives of the West—President Wilson, 
Mr. Lloyd George, and the rest—but how 
prosaic and materialistic they must have looked, 
and, indeed, felt, before the calm gaze’ of the 
Arab Chief who represented the oldest civilisa- 


tion in the world. “ 


The Emir put forward the Arab case, and a 
very formidable case it is. Knowing no Euro- 
pean tongue, he spoke in Arabic, and the effect 
i produced was that of some Eastern high priest 
delivering the evening incantation from the 
walls of the Sacred City. Anything less resem- 


har! to imagine. Stately, monotonous, tranquil, 
hs read his statement claiming for the Arab 
people the kingdoms of their forefathers, who, 
he said, were kings in the world before the 
nations to whom he was putting his case were 
“invented.” America, England, even ancient

world. No less romantic tnan the Arabs them- 
selves is the territory they now claim as their 
birthright, the Garden of Eden, all the territory 
south and south-east of Turkey; Armenia and 
Kurdestan; the whole mountainous region from 
Asia Minor to Persia. All this vast stretch of land 
is mainly populated by various branches of the 
Arab race. and it is with a view to the consolida- 
| tion of his historic kinsmen that the Emir has 


crossed the gulf between east and west, and 


has come to Paris to put the justice of the New 
World to the test. Will it stand it? 

The Arab race can roughly be divided into 
three parts—the nomad tribes of Central 
Arabia, membership of which group the Emir 
indignantly disclaims; the more civilised, or, 
rather, the more advanced inhabitants of Syria; 
and the Arabs who inhabit Palestine. All these 
the Emir would like to see uniied into one 
Great Arabia. Although in Palestine there 
is an undoubted preponderance of Arabs over 
other people, still the Jews have a claim to that 
country which has been universally recognised. 
The proportion of Arabs to non-Arabs in Pales- 
tine is, | understand, about 7 to 1. Yet it is 
feli that, with the possible exception of the 
Hedjaz themselves, none of the Arabian tribes 
is yet in a position to stand en its own feet, 
and, therefore, it. appears almost certain that 
| tha principle of the mandatory Power will have 
| to» be applied to most of them. It is quite cer- 
tein that the Turks will not have them under 
their power any longer, and the only quéstion 
which remains to be settled is—what nations 
are to be given the mandate? France -has his- 
torical claims to Syria, but the Arabs do not

The wishes of the people in question will 
naturally play a large part in the final determi- 
nation of the mandatory Power, and it is a 
matter which will require the utmost care and 
delicacy in the handling. The Arabs are a 
highly intelligent race,.as was proved by the 
Emir'g very skilful answers to the questions 
which were put to him to-day. Not being able 
to converse either in French or in English, he 
had all the questions translated into his native 
Arabic. and made a great impression on the 
Great Ten by the skill and thoroughness with 
which his replies were made.
